A Bill to establish and incorporate a teaching and affiliating University in the State of 
Manipur and to provide for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 
Be it enacted by Parliamentin the Fifty -sixth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 


Short title and 
commencement. 


Definitions: 


1. (1) This Actmay be called the Manipur University (No . 2) Act, 2005. 
(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 13th day ofOctober, 2005 . 

2 . In this Act, and in all Statutes made hereunder , unless the context otherwise 
requires, - 

(a )“ Academic Council" means the Academic Council of the University ; 

(6 ) " academic staff means such categories of staff as are designated as academic 
staff by the Ordinances; 
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(c) “ Affiliated College” means a college admitted to the privileges of the 
University ; 
; (d) “ Board of Studies ” means the Board of Studies of the University ; 

(e) “ Chancellor" ," Vice - Chancellor" and " Pro - Vice -Chancellor" mean , respectively, 
the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor and Pro- Vice-Chancellor of the University ; 

() " College Development Council”means the College Development Council of 
the University ; 

(8) " Constituent College” means a collegemaintained by the University; 
(h )“ Court" means the Court of the University ; 
(1)“ Department"means a Department ofStudies and includes a Centre of Studies; 

(1) " distance education system ” means the system of imparting education through 
any means of communication , such as broadcasting , telecasting , correspondence 
courses, seminars , contact programmes or the combination of any two or more such 
means ; 

(k) " employee" means any person appointed by the University and includes 
teachers and other staff of the University; 

( ) “ Executive Council" means the Executive Council of the University ; 

(m )“ Hall” means a unit of residence or of corporate life for the students of the 
University, or of a College or an Institution ,maintained by the University ; 

(n )“ Institution " means an academic institution, not being a College ,maintained 
by, or admitted to the privileges of the University ; 

(0 ) “ Principal" means the Head af a College or an Institution maintained by the 
University and includes , where there is no Principal, the person far the timebeing duly 
appointed to act as Principal, and in the absence of the Principal, or the acting Principal, 
a Vice -Principal duly appointed as such ; 

(p ) “ recagnised teachers " means such persons as may be recognised by the 
University for the purpase of imparting instructions in a Callege or an Institution 
admitted to the privileges of the University ; 

(9) “ Regulations" means the Regulationsmade by any authority of the University 
under this Act for the time being in force ; 

(r) " School” means a School of Studies of the University ; 

(s) " Statutes" and " Ordinances " mean , respectively, the Statutes and the 
Ordinances of the University for the time being in farce; 

( ) “ teachers of the University" means Prafessors , Readers, Lecturers and such 
other persons asmay be appainted for imparting instruction or conducting research in 
the University or in any Callege or Institution maintained by the University and are 
designated as teachers by the Ordinances ; 

(u ) “University" means the Manipur University established and incorporated as 
a University under this Act. 

3. (1) The Manipur University in the State ofManipur, established under theManipur Manipur Act 
University Act , 1980, shall be established as a body corporate under this Act by the same 8 of 1980 . 
name of “ ManipurUniversity ". 

(2) The first Chancellor, the first Vice -Chancellor and the first members of the Court, the 
Executive Council and the Academic Council , and all persons who may hereafter become 
such afficers ormembers , so long as they continue to hold such office or membership , shall 
constitute the University ,

(3) The University shall have perpetual succession and a common seal and shall sue 
and be sued by the said name. 

( 4) The headquarters of the University shall be at Imphal. 
4 . On and from the date of commencement of this Act,

(6 ) all properties , movable and immovable , of or belonging to the Manipur 
University shall vest in the University ; 

(c) all rights and liabilities ofthe Manipur University shall be transferred to , and 
be the rights and liabilities of the University ; 

( d ) every person employed by the Manipur University immediately before the 
commencement of this Act shallhold his office or service in the University by the same 
tenure , at the same remuneration and upon the same terms and conditions and with the 
same rights and privileges as to pension , leave , gratuity, provident fund and other 
matters as he would have held the same if this Act had not been enacted , and shall 
continue to do so unless and until his employment is terminated or until such 
promulgated tenure, remuneration and terms and conditions are duly altered by the 
Statutes: 

Provided that if the alteration so made is not acceptable to such employee, his 
employment may be terminated by the University in accordance with the term of the 
contract with the employee or , if no provision is made therein in this behalf, on payment 
to him by the University of compensation equivalentto three months remuneration in 
case of permanent employees and one month s remuneration in the case of other 
employees: 

Provided further that any reference , by whatever form of words, to the Vice 
Chancellor and Pro - Vice-Chancellor of theManipur University in any law for the time 
being in force, or in any instrumentor other document, shall be construed as a reference 
respectively to the Vice -Chancellor and the Pro - Vice -Chancellor ofthe University; 

(e ) the Vice-Chancellorofthe Manipur University , appointed under the provisions 
of the Manipur University Act, 1980 shall be deemed to have been appointed as the 
Vice- Chancellor under this Act, and shall hold office for a period of threemonths or till 
such time the first Vice -Chancellor is appointed under section 47 of the Act , whichever 
is earlier, and 

6 ) all Colleges, Institutions , Schools and Departments affiliated to , or admitted 
to the privileges of, or maintained by the Manipur University shall stand affiliated to , 
or admitted to the privilege of ,ormaintained by, the University . 

5. The objects of the University shall be to disseminate and advance knowledge by Objects of the 
providing instructional and research facilities in such branches of learning as itmay deem fit ; University. 
to make provisions for integrated courses in humanities , natural and physical sciences, 
social sciences, forestry and other allied disciplines in the educational programmes of the 
University ; to take appropriate measures for promoting innovations in teaching -learning 
process , inter -disciplinary studies and research ; to educate and train manpower for the 
development of the State ofManipur; and to pay special attention to the improvement of the 
social and economic conditions and welfare of the people of that State, their intellectual, 
academic and cultural development, 
6. The University shall have the following powers , namely :

(i) to provide for instructions in such branches of learning as the University 
may, from time to time, determine and to make provisions for research and for the 
advancement and dissemination of knowledge ;

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( ii) to grant, subject to such conditions as the University may determine, diplomas 
or certificates to , and confer degrees or other academic distinctions on the basis of 
examinations, evaluation or any other method of testing, on persons, and to withdraw 
any such diplomas , certificates , degrees or other academic distinctions for good and 
sufficient cause ; 

(ii) to organise and to undertake extramural studies , training and extension 
services ; 

( iv ) to confer honorary degrees or other distinctions in the manner prescribed by 
the Statutes; 

(v) to provide facilities through the distance education system to such persons 
as itmay determine; 

( vi) to institute Principalships, Professorships , Readerships, Lecturerships and 
other teaching or academic positions, required by the University and to appoint persons 
to such Principalships , Professorships , Readerships, Lecturerships or other teaching 
or academic positions; 

( vii) to recognise an institution of higher learning for such purposes as the 
University may determine and to withdraw such recognition ; 

( viii) to recognise persons for imparting instructions in any College or Institution 
admitted to the privileges of the University , 

(ix ) to appoint persons working in any other University or organisation as teachers 
of the University for a specified period ; 
. (x) to create administrative , ministerial and other posts and to make appointments 
thereto ; 

( xi) to co -operate or collaborate or associate with any other University or authority 
or institution ofhigher learning in sụch manner and for such purposes as the University 
may determine; 

(xii) to establish , with the prior approval ofthe Central Government,such Centres 
and specialised laboratories or other units for research and instruction as are , in the 
opinion of the University, necessary for the furtherance of its objects; 

(xiii) to institute and award fellowships , scholarships , studentships ,medals and 
prizes; 

(xiv ) to establish andmaintain Colleges, Institutions and Halls ; 

(xv) to make provision for research and advisory services and for that purpose 
to enter into such arrangements with other institutions, industrial or other organisations, 
as the University may deem necessary; 

( xvi) to organise and conduct refresher courses, workshops, seminars and other 
programmes for teachers, evaluators and other academic staff ; 

(xvii ) to admit to its privileges colleges and institutions within the State of 
Manipur notmaintained by the University ; to withdraw all or any of those privileges in 
accordance with such conditions as may be prescribed by the Statutes; to recognise , 
guide, supervise , and control Halls not maintained by the University and other 
accommodation for students, and to withdraw any such recognition ; 

( xviii) to appointon contract or otherwise visiting Professors , Emeritus Professors , 
Consultants, Scholars and such other persons who may contribute to the advancement 
of the objects of the University ; 

(xix ) to confer autonomous status on a College or an Institution or a Department, 
as the case may be, in accordance with the Statutes; 

(xx) to determine standards of admission to the University, which may include 
examination , evaluation or any other method of testing; 
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( rxi) to demand and receive payment of fees and other charges ; 

(xxii ) to supervise the residences of the students of the University and to make 
arrangements for promoting their health and general welfare; 

( xxiii) to lay down conditions of service ofall categories of employees, including 
their code of conduct; 

( xxiv ) to regulate and enforce discipline among the students and the employees, 
and to take such disciplinary measures in this regard as may be deemed by the 
University to be necessary ; 

(xxv ) to make arrangements for promoting the health and general welfare of the 
employees ; 

(krvi) to receive benefactions, donations and gifts and to acquire, hold ,manage 
and dispose of any property ,movable or immovable , including trust and endowment 
properties for the purposes of the University ; 

( xxvii) to borrow , with the approval of the Central Government, on the security 
of the property of the University , money for the purposes of the University , 

( xxviii) to do all such other acts and things asmay be necessary , incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of all or any of its objects . 
7. The jurisdiction ofthe University shall extend to the whole of the State ofManipur. Jurisdiction. 

8 . The University shall be open to persons of either sex and of whatever caste ; creed , University 
race or class , and it shall not be lawful for the University to adopt or impose on any person , open to all 

classes, castes 
any testwhatsoever of religious belief or profession in order to entitle him to be appointed as 

and creed . 
a teacher of the University or to hold any other office therein or be admitted as a student in 
the University or to graduate thereat or to enjoy or exercise any privilege thereof: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to prevent the University from 
making special provisions for the employment or admission of women , physically handicapped 
or of persons belonging to the weaker sections of the society and , in particular, of the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes. 
9 . (1) The President of India shall be the Visitor of the University . 

The Visitor. 
(2 ) The Visitor may, from time to time, appoint one ormore persons to review the work 
and progress of the University , including Colleges and Institutions maintained by it, and to 
submit a report thereon ; and upon receipt of that report , the Visitor may , after obtaining the 
views of the Executive Council thereon through the Vice - Chancellor, take such action and 
issue such directions as he considers necessary in respect ofany of the matters dealt with in 
the report and the University shall be bound to comply with such directions. 

(3 ) The Visitor shall have the right to cause an inspection to be made by such person 
or persons as he may direct, of the University , its buildings, libraries, laboratories and 
equipment, and of any College or Institution maintained by the University or admitted to its 
privileges; and also of the examinations, teaching and other work conducted or done by the 
University and to cause an inquiry to be made in like manner in respect of any matter 
connected with the administration or finances of the University, Colleges or Institutions. 

(4) The Visitor shall, in every matter referred to in sub- section (3 ), give notice of his 
intention to cause an inspection or inquiry to be made, 

(a) to the University, if such inspection or inquiry is to be made in respect of the 
University or any College or Institution maintained by it , or 

(6 ) to the management of the College or Institution , if the inspection or inquiry is 
to be made in respect of College or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University , 
and the University or the management, as the case may be, shall have the right to make 
such representations to the Visitor, as it may consider necessary . 
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(5 ) After considering the representations, if any, made by the University or the 
management, as the case may be , the Visitor may cause to be made such inspection or 
inquiry as is referred to in sub -section (3) . 

(6 ) Where any inspection or inquiry has been caused to be made by the Visitor, the 
University or the management shall be entitled to appoint a representative, who shall have 
the right to be present and be heard at such inspection or inquiry . 
1 . (7) The Visitormay, if the inspection or inquiry is made in respect of the University or 
any College or Institution maintained by it , address the Vice - Chancellor with reference to the 
fresult of such inspection or inquiry together with such views and advice with regard to the 
action to be taken thereon , as the Visitor may be pleased to offer, and on receipt ofaddress 
made by the Visitor, the Vice-Chancellor shall communicate , to the Executive Council, the 
views of the Visitor with such advice as the Visitor may offer upon the action to be taken 
thereon . 

(8) The Visitor may, if the inspection or inquiry is made in respect of any College or 
Institution admitted to the privileges of the University , address the management 
concerned through the Vice- Chancellor with reference to the result of such inspection 
pr inquiry, his views thereon and such advice as he may be pleased to offer upon the 
þction to be taken thereon. 

(9 ) The Executive Council or the management, as the case may be , shall communicate, 
through the Vice -Chancellor to the Visitor such action , if any, as it proposes to take or has 
been taken upon the result of such inspection or inquiry . 

(10) Where , the Executive Council or the management, does not, within a reasonable 
ime, take action to the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor may, after considering any 
explanation furnished or representation made by the Executive Council or the management, 
ssue such directions as he may think fit and the Executive Council or the management, as 
the case may be, shall comply with such directions. 

( 17) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section , the Visitormay ,by 
order in writing , annulany proceeding of the University which is not in conformity with the 
Act, the Statutes or the Ordinances : 

Provided that before making any such order, he shall call upon the Registrar to show 
4ause why such an order should not be made, and , if any cause is shown within a reasonable 
time, he shall consider the same. 

( 12 ) The Visitor shall have such other powers as may be prescribed by the Statutes.

(2 ) The Chancellor shall, by virtue of his office , be the head of the University and shall, 
if present, preside at the Convocations of the University held for conferring degrees and 
meetings of the Court. 

13. (1 ) The Vice - Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor in such manner as may be The Vice 
prescribed by the Statutes .

(2) The Vice- Chancellor shall be the principal executive and academic officer of the 
University and shall exercise general supervision and controlover the affairs of the University 
and give effect to the decisions of all the authorities of the University , 

(3 ) The Vice - Chancellormay, if he is of opinion that immediate action is necessary on 
any matter , exercise any power conferred on any authority of the University by or under this 
Act and shall report to such authority at its next meeting the action taken by him on such 
matter ; 

Provided that if the authority concerned is of opinion that such action ought not to 
have been taken , it may refer the matter to the Visitor whose decision thereon shall be final: 

Provided further that any person in the service of the University who is aggrieved by 
the action taken by the Vice- Chancellor under this sub - section shall have the right to represent 
against such action to the Executive Council within three months from the date on which 
decision on such action is communicated to him and thereupon the Executive Council may 
confirm ,modify or reverse the action taken by the Vice- Chancellor. 

(4) The Vice -Chancellor, if he is of the opinion that any decision of any authority of the 
University is beyond the powers of the authority conferred by the provisions of this Act , the 
Statutes or the Ordinances or that any decision taken is not in the interest of the University , 
may ask the authority concerned to review its decision within sixty days of such decision 
and if the authority refuses to review the decision either in whole or in part or no decision is 
taken by it within the said period of sixty days, the matter shall be referred to the Visitor 
whose decision thereon shall be final. 

(5) The Vice- Chancellor shall exercise such other powers and perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by the Statutes or the Ordinances . 

14 . The Pro - Vice -Chancellor shall be appointed in such manner and on such terms and The Pro - Vice 
conditions of service , and shall exercise such powers and perform such duties, as may be Chancellor.

( ) to consider and pass resolutions on the annualreport and the annual accounts 
of the University and the audit report on such accounts ; 

(c ) to advise the Visitor in respect of any matter which may be referred to it for 
advice ; and 

(d ) to perform such other functions asmay be prescribed by the Statutes .

(8 ) the conditions of service of employees including provisions for pension , 
insurance ,provident fund, themanner oftermination ofservice and disciplinary action ; 

. (h ) the principles governing the seniority of service of the employees of the 
University ; 

(1) the procedure for arbitration in cases of dispute between employees or 
students and the University ; 

(1) the procedure for appeal to the Executive Council by any employee or student 
against the action of any officer or authority of the University ; 

(k) the conferment of autonomous status on a College or an Institution or a 
Department ; 

(1) the establishment and abolition of Schools, Departments , Centres , Halls , 
Colleges and Institutions; 

(m ) the conferment of honorary degrees; 

(n ) the withdrawal of degrees , diplomas , certificates and other academic 
distinctions; 

(o) the conditions under which Colleges and Institutionsmay be admitted to the 
privileges of the University and the withdrawal of such privileges; 

(b ) the management of Colleges and Institutions established by the University ; 
(9) tñe delegation ofpowers vested in the authorities or officers ofthe University ; 
(r ) the maintenance of discipline among the employees and students ; 

(s) all other matters which by this Act are to be or may be provided for by the 
Statutes. 
30 . (1) The first Statutes are those set out in the Schedule . 

(2) The Executive Council may, from time to time,make new or additional Statutes or 
may amend or repeal the Statutes referred to in sub - section (1): 

Provided that the Executive Council shall not make, amend or repeal any Statutes 
affecting the status, powers or constitution of any authority of the University until such 
authority has been given an opportunity of expressing an opinion in writing on the proposed 
changes, and any opinion so expressed shall be considered by the Executive Council. 

(3 ) Every new Statute or addition to the Statutes or any amendment or repeal of a 
Statute shall require the assent of the Visitor who may assent thereto or withhold assent or 
remit to the Executive Council for re - consideration , 

(4) A new Statute or a Statute amending or repealing an existing Statute shall have no 
validity unless it has been assented to by the Visitor .

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing sub -sections, the Visitor 
may make new or additional Statutes or amend or repeal the Statutes referred to in sub 
section (1), during the period of three years immediately after the commencement of this 
Act: 

Provided that the Visitor may, on the expiry of the said period of three years, make , 
within one year from the date of such expiry, such detailed Statutes as he may consider 
necessary and such detajled Statutes shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing sub -sections, the Visitor 
may direct the University to make provisions in the Statutes in respect of any matter 
specified by him and if the Executive Council is unable to implement such direction within 
Sixty days of its receipt , the Visitor may, after considering the reasons, if any, communicated 
by the Executive Council for its inability to comply with such direction ,make or amend the 
$ tatutes suitably . 

31. (1) Subject to the provisions of this Act and the Statutes , the Ordinances may 
provide for all or any of the following matters , namely : 

(a) the admission of students to the University and their enrolment as such ; 

(6 ) the courses of study to be laid down for all degrees , diplomas and 
certificates of the University ; 

(c ) the medium of instruction and examination ; 

( d ) the award of degrees, diplomas, certificates and other academic distinctions, 
the qualifications for the same and the means to be taken relating to the granting 
and obtaining of the same; 

(e ) the fees to be charged for courses of study in the University and for 
admission to the examinations, degrees and diplomas of the University; 

the conditions for award of fellowships, scholarships, studentships, medals 
and prizes; 

(g ) the conduct of examinations, including the term of office and manner of 
appointment and the duties of examining bodies, examiners and moderators ;. 

(h) the conditions of residence of the students of the University ; 

( ) the special arrangements , if any, which may be made for the residence , 
discipline and teaching of women students and the prescribing of special courses of 
studies for them ; 

v ) the establishment of Centres of Studies, Boards of Studies, Specialised 
Laboratories and other Committees ; 

(k ) the manner of co -operation and collaboration with other Universities , 
institutions and other agencies including learned bodies or associations; 

(1) the creation , composition and functions of any other body which is 
considered necessary for improving the academic life of the University;

(n ) the supervision of management of Colleges and Institutions admitted to 
the privileges of the University ; 

(o ) the setting up of a machinery for redressal of grievances of employees ;

(p ) all other matters which by this Act or the Statutes, are to be or may be, 
provided for by the Ordinances .

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(2) The first Ordinances shallbe made by the Vice -Chancellorwith the previous approval 
of the CentralGovernment and the Ordinances so mademay be amended , repealed or added 
to at any time by the Executive Council in the manner prescribed by the Statutes:

THE STATUTES OF THE UNIVERSITY 


1. (1) The Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor from a panel of not less than The Chancellor. 
three personsrecommended by the Executive Council from amongst persons of eminence in 
the academic or public life ofthe country : 

Provided that if the Visitor does not approve ofany of the persons so recommended , 
he may call for fresh recommendations from the Executive Council. 

(2) The Chancellor shallhold office for a term of five years and shall not be eligible for 
re -appointment: 

Provided that notwithstanding the expiry of his term of office , the Chancellor shall 
continue to hold office until his successor enters upon his office. 

2 . (1) The Vice -Chancellor shall be appointed by the Visitor from a panel of not less The Vice. 
than three persons who shall be recommended by a Committee as constituted under Chancellor . 
clause (2 ) : 

Provided that if the Visitor does not approve of any of the persons included in the 
panel, hemay call for an extended fresh panel. 

(2 ) The Committee referred to in clause (1) shall consist of three persons, out ofwhom 
two shall be nominated by the Executive Council and one by the Visitor and the nominee of 
the Visitor shall be the convener of the Committee: 

Provided that none of the members of the Committee shall be an employee of the 
University or an institution maintained by, or admitted to the privileges of the University or 
a member of any authority of the University. 

( 3) The Vice-Chancellor shall be a whole -timesalaried officer of the University . 

(4) The Vice -Chancellor shall hold office for a term of five years from the date on which 
he enters upon his office, or until he attains the age of sixty - five years ,whichever is earlier, 
and he shallnot be eligible for re -appointment : 

Provided that notwithstanding the expiry of the said period of five years, he shall 
continue in office until his successor is appointed and enters upon his office : 

Provided further that the Visitor may direct any Vice -Chancellor after his term has 
expired , to continue in office for such period , not exceeding a total period of one year, asmay 
be specified by him . 

(5) The emoluments and other conditions of service ofthe Vice -Chancellor shallbe as 
follows: 

( ) The Vice- Chancellor shall be paid a monthly salary and allowances, other 
than house rent allowance, at the rates fixed by the CentralGovernment from time to 
time and he shall be entitled , without payment of rent, to use a furnished residence 
throughout his term ofoffice and no charge shall fall on the Vice -Chancellor in respect 
of the maintenance of such residence . 

(i ) The Vice -Chancellor shallbe entitled to such terminal benefits and allowances 
as may be fixed by the CentralGovernment from timeto time: 

Provided thatwhere an employee of the University , or a college or an institution 
maintained by , or admitted to the privileges of the University , or of any other University 
or any college or institution maintained by or admitted to the privileges of, such other 
University, is appointed as the Vice- Chancellor, he may be allowed to continue to 
contribute to any provident fund of which he is a member and the University shall 
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contribute to the account of such person in that provident fund at the same rate at 
which the person had been contributing immediately before his appointment as the 
Vice- Chancellor : 

Provided further that where such employee had been member of any pension 
scheme, the University shall make the necessary contribution to such scheme. 

(in) The Vice -Chancellor shall be entitled to travelling allowance at such rates as 
may be fixed by the Executive Council. 

(iv) The Vice-Chancellor shallbe entitled to leave on full pay at the rate of thirty 
days in a calendar year and the leave shall be credited to his accountin advance in two 
half- yearly instalments of fifteen days each on the first day of January and July every 
year: 

Provided that if the Vice- Chancellor assumes or relinquishes charge of the office 
of the Vice-Chancellor during the currency of a half year, the leave shall be credited 
proportionately at the rate of two and -a -half days for each completed month of service. 

(v) In addition to the leave referred to in sub -clause ( iv ), the Vice-Chancellor 
shall also be entitled to half-pay leave at the rate of twenty days for each completed 
year of service, and half-pay leave may also be availed of as commuted leave on full 
pay on medical certificate: 

Provided that when such commuted leave is availed of, twice the amount of 
half-pay leave shall be debited against half-pay leave due. 

If the office of the Vice - Chancellor becomes vacant due to death , resignation or 
otherwise , or if he is unable to perform his duties due to ill- health or any other cause , 
the Pro - Vice -Chancellor shall perform the duties of the Vice -Chancellor : 

Provided that if the Pro - Vice -Chancellor is not available , the senior most Professor 
shall perform the duties of the Vice - Chancellor until a new Vice - Chancellor assumes office or 

the existing Vice-Chancellor resumes the duties of his office, as the case may be .

3 . ( 1) The Vice- Chancellor shall be ex officio Chairman of the Executive Council, the 
duties of the Academic Council and the Finance Committee and shall, in the absence of the Chancellor, 
Vice -Chancellor.

(4 ) The Vice - Chancellor shall have all the powers necessary for the proper maintenance 
of discipline in the University and he may delegate any such powers to such person or 
persons as he deems fit.

4. (1) The Pro - Vice -Chancellor shall be appointed by the Executive Council on the 
Chancellor recommendation of the Vice- Chancellor 

Provided thatwhere the recommendation of the Vice- Chancellor is not accepted by the 
Executive Council, the matter shall be referred to the Visitor who may either appoint the 
person recommended by the Vice- Chancellor or ask the Vice -Chancellor to recommend another 
person to the Executive Council : 

Provided further that the Executive Councilmay, on the recommendation of the Vice 
Chancellor, appoint a Professor to discharge the duties of a Pro - Vice -Chancellor in addition 
to his own duties as a Professor, 
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(2) The term of office of a Pro -Vice - Chancellor shallbe such asmay be decided by the 
Executive Council but it shall not in any case exceed five years or until the expiration of the 
term of office of the Vice -Chancellor ,whichever is earlier: 

Provided that a Pro -Vice -Chancellor whose term of office has expired shall be eligible 
for re -appointment: 

Provided further that, in any case , a Pro - Vice - Chancellor shall retire on attaining the 
age of sixty - five years : 

Provided also that a Pro - Vice- Chancellor shall, while discharging the duties of the 
Vice -Chancellor under clause (6) of Statute 2 , continue in office notwithstanding the expiration 
ofhis term ofoffice as Pro - Vice - Chancellor, until the Vice- Chancellor resumes office or a new 
Vice -Chancellor assumes office, as the case may be .

( 4) The Pro - Vice - Chancellor shall assist the Vice -Chancellor in respect of such matters 
as may be specified by the Vice- Chancellor in this behalf , from time to time, and shall also 
exercise such powers and perform such duties as may be assigned or delegated to him by the 
Vice- Chancellor . 

5. (1) Every Dean ofSchool shall be appointed by the Vice - Chancellor from amongst Deans of 
the Professors in the School by rotation in the order of seniority for a period of three years : Schools. 

Provided that in case there is only one Professor orno Professor in a School, the Dean 
shallbe appointed , for the time being , from amongst the Professor, if any, and the Readers in 
the School by rotation in the order of seniority :

( 2 ) When the office of the Dean is vacant or when the Dean is , by reason of illness , 
absence or any other cause , unable to perform duties of his office, the duties of the office 
shallbe performed by the senior-most Professor or Reader , as the casemay be , in the School. 

(3) The Dean shall be the Head of the School and shall be responsible for the conduct 
and maintenance of the standards of teaching and research in the School and shall have 
such other functions as may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 

(4 ) The Dean shall have the right to be present and to speak at any meeting of the 
Boards of Studies or Committees of the School, as the case may be, but shall not have the 
right to vote thereat unless he is a member thereof. 

6 . (1) The Registrar shallbe appointed by the Executive Council on the recommendation The Registrar. 
of a Selection Committee constituted for the purpose and shall be a whole - time salaried 
officer of the University . 

(2) He shall be appointed for a term of five years and shall be eligible for re -appointment. 

(3 ) The emoluments and other terms and conditions of service of the Registrar shall be 
such asmay be prescribed by the Executive Council from timeto time; 

Provided that the Registrar shall retire on attaining the age of sixty -two years : 

Provided further that a Registrar shall, notwithstanding his attaining the age of sixty 
two years, continue in office until his successor is appointed and enters upon his office or 
until the expiry of a period of one year, whichever is earlier. 

(4 ) When the office of the Registrar is vacant or when the Registrar is , by reason of 
illness , absence or any other cause , unable to perform the duties of his office , the duties of 
the office shall be performed by such person as the Vice - Chancellor may appoint for the 
purpose . 
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(5) (a ) The Registrar shall have power to take disciplinary action against such of the 
employees, excluding teachers and other academic staff, as may be specified in the order of 
the Executive Council and to suspend them pending inquiry, to administer warnings to them 
or to impose on them the penalty of censure or the withholding of increment: 

Provided that no such penalty shall be imposed unless the person has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of showing cause against the action proposed to be taken in regard 
to him .

(c ) In a case where the inquiry discloses that a punishment beyond the power of the 
Registrar is called for the Registrar shall, upon the conclusion ofthe inquiry,make a report to 
the Vice-Chancellor along with his recommendations:

(6 ) The Registrar shall be ex officio Secretary of the Executive Council, the Academic 
Council and the College Development Council, but shall not be deemed to be a member of 
any of these authorities and he shall be ex officio Member -Secretary of the Court.

(a ) to be the custodian of the records, the common seal and such other property of 
the University as the Executive Council shall commit to his charge;

(3) The emoluments and other terms and conditions of service of the Finance Officer 
shall be such as may be prescribed by the Executive Council from time to time: 

Provided that the Finance Officer shall retire on attaining the age of sixty -two years : 

Provided further that the Finance Officer shall, notwithstanding his attaining the age 
of sixty -two years , continue in office until his successor is appointed and enters upon his 
office or until the expiry of a period of one year, whichever is earlier .

(c) be responsible for the preparation of annual accounts and the budget of the 
University and for their presentation to the Executive Council ; 

(d ) keep a constant watch on the state of the cash and bank balances and on the 
state of investments ; 

(e) watch the progress of the collection of revenue and advise on the methods of 
collection employed ; 

) ensure that the registers of buildings, land , furniture and equipment are 
maintained up -to -date and that stock - checking is conducted , of equipment and other 
consumable materials in all offices, Departments , University, Institutes, Centres and 
Specialised Laboratories ; 

(8) bring to the notice of the Vice -Chancellor unauthorised expenditure and 
other financial irregularities and suggest disciplinary action against persons at fault; 


and 


(h ) call for from any office ,Department, Centre, Laboratory , College or Institution 
maintained by the University any information or returns that he may consider necessary 
for the performance of his duties. 

(8) Any receipt given by the Finance Officer or the person or persons duly authorised 
in this behalf by the Executive Council for any money payable to the University shall be 
sufficient discharge for payment of such money . 

8. (1) The Controller of Examinations shall be appointed by the Executive Council on The Controller

(2 ) The Controller ofExaminations shall be appointed for a term of five years and shall 
be eligible for re - appointment.

Provided that the Controller of Examinations shall retire on attaining the age ofsixty 
two years:

(4) When the office of the Controller of Examinations is vacant or when the Controller 
of Examinations is, by reason of illness, absence or any other cause, unable to perform the 
deties of his office , the duties of the office shall be performed by such person as the Vice 
Chancellor may appoint for the purpose. 

| (5) The Controller of Examinations shall arrange for and superintend the examinations 
of the University in the manner prescribed by the Ordinances. 

9 . ( 1) The Librarian shall be appointed by the Executive Council on the recommendations 
ofthe Selection Committee constituted for the purpose and he shall be a whole-time salaried 
officer ofthe University . 

(2) The Librarian shall exercise such powers and perform such duties as may be assigned 
to him by the Executive Council. 

10 . ( 1) An annual meeting of the Court shall be held on a date to be fixed by the 
Executive Council unless some other date has been fixed by the Court in respect of any year. 

(2 ) At an annualmeeting of the Court , a report on the working of the University during 
the previous year, together with a statement of the receipts and expenditure , the balance 
sheet as audited , and the financial estimates for the next year shall be presented . . 

( 3) A copy of the statement of receipts and expenditure , the balance sheet and the 
financial estimates referred to in clause (2) shall be sent to every member of the Court at least 
seven days before the date of the annual meeting . 

(4) Special meetings of the Court may be convened by the Executive Council or the 
Vice - Chancellor or if there is no Vice - Chancellor, the Pro - Vice - Chancellor or if there is no 
Pro - Vice-Chancellor, by the Registrar. 

(5) Eleven members of the Court shall form à quorum for a meeting of the Court .

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Ordinance, the Statutes and the Ordinances, the 
Executive Council shall, in addition to all other powers vested in it, have the following 
powers, namely: 

(i) to create teaching and other academic posts, to determine the number and 
emoluments of such posts and to define the duties and conditions of service of 
Professors , Readers, Lecturers and other academic staff: 

Provided that no action shall be taken by the Executive Council in respect of the 
number and qualifications of teachers and other academic staff otherwise than after 
consideration of the recommendations of the Academic Council ; 

( ii ) to appoint such Professors , Readers , Lecturers and other academic staff, as 
may be necessary , on the recommendation of the Selection Committee constituted for 
the purpose and to fill up temporary vacancies therein ; 

(iii) to recognise persons as University recognised teachers in the manner 
prescribed by the Ordinances ; 
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(iv ) to create administrative , ministerial and other necessary posts (including 
Chairs ) and to make appointments thereto in the manner prescribed by the Ordinances; 

(v ) to grant leave of absence to any officer of the University other than the 
Chancellor and the Vice -Chancellor, and to make necessary arrangements for the 
discharge of the functions of such officer during his absence; 

( vi) to regulate and enforce discipline among employees in accordance with the 
Statutes and the Ordinances; 

(vii) to manage and regulate the finances , accounts, investments , property, 
business and all other administrative affairs of the University and for that purpose to 
appoint such agents as itmay think fit ; 

( viii) to fix limits on the total recurring and the total non -recurring expenditure 
for a year on the recommendation of the Finance Committee; 

( ix ) to invest any money belonging to the University, including any unapplied 
income, in such stocks, funds, share or securities, from time to time as it may think fit 
or in the purchase of immovable property in India,with the like powers of varying such 
investment from time to time; 

(x) to transfer or accept transfers of any movable or immovable property on 
behalf of the University ; 

(xi) to provide buildings, premises, furniture and apparatus and other means 
needed for carrying on the work of the University ; 

( xii) to enter into , vary, carry outand cancelcontracts on behalfof the University ; 

(xiii) to entertain , adjudicate upon, and if thought fit, to redress any grievances 
of the employees and students of the University who may, for any reason, feel 
aggrieved ; 

(xiv ) to appoint examiners and moderators and , if necessary , to remove them , 
and to fix their fees, emoluments and travelling and other allowances , after consulting 
the Academic Council; 

( rv) to select a common sealfor the University and provide for the custody and 
use of such seal; 

( xvi) to make such special arrangements as may be necessary for the residence 
and discipline of women students ; 

(xvii) to institute fellowships, scholarships, studentships, medals and prizes; 

( xviii) to provide for the appointmentof Visiting Professors , Emeritus Professors, 
Consultants and Scholars and determine the terms and conditions of such 
appointments, and 

( xix ) to exercise such other powers and perform such other duties as may be 
conferred or imposed on it by the Ordinances or the Statutes .

(d ) to frame such Regulations and rules consistent with the Statutes and the 
Ordinances regarding the academic functioning of the University , discipline, residence, 
admissions, award of fellowships and studentships , fees , concessions, corporate life 
and attendance. 

15. (1) The University shall have such Schools of Studies as may be specified in the 
Statutes. 

(2) Every School shall have a School Board and themembers ofthe first School Board 
shall be nominated by the Executive Council for a period of three years . 

(3) The composition , powers and functions of a School Board shallbe prescribed by 
the Ordinances. 

(4) The conduct of the meetings of a School Board and the quorum required for such 
meetings shall be prescribed by the Ordinances .

(a ) courses of studies and appointment of examiners for courses ,but excluding 
research degrees ; 

(b) appointment of supervisors for research ; and 

(c )measures for the improvement of the standard ofteaching and research : 
Provided that the above functions of a Board of Studies shall, during the period of 
three years immediately after the commencement of the Act, be performed by the Department.

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18. (1) The Finance Committee shall consist of the following members, namely :- The Finance 

Committee .

( iii) three persons to be nominated by the Executive Council , out of whom at 
least one shall be a member of the Executive Council; and 

( iv) three persons to be nominated by the Visitor . 
(2 ) Five members of the Finance Committee shall form a quorum for a meeting of the 
Finance Committee. 

(3) All the members of the Finance Committee, other than ex officio members, shall 
hold office for a term of three years. 

(4 ) A member of the Finance Committee shall have the right to record a minute of 
dissent if he does not agree with any decision of the Finance Committee. 

(5) The Finance Committee shallmeet at least thrice every year to examine the accounts 
and to scrutinise proposals for expenditure . 

(6) All proposals relating to creation of posts, and those items which have not been 
included in the Budget, shall be examined by the Finance Committee before they are considered 
by theExecutive Council. 

(7) The annual accounts and the financial estimates of the University prepared by the 
Finance Officer shall be laid before the Finance Committee for consideration and comments 
and thereafter submitted to the Executive Council for approval . 

(8) The Finance Committee shall recommend limits for the totalrecurring expenditure 
and the total non- recurring expenditure for the year, based on the income and resources of 
the University (which , in the case of productive works,may include the proceeds of loans). 

19 . (1) There shall be Selection Committees for making recommendations to the Selection 
Executive Council for appointment to the posts of Professor, Reader , Lecturer, Registrar , Committees. 
Finance Officer, Librarian and Principals of Colleges and Institutions maintained by the 
University. 

(2 ) The Selection Committee for appointment to the posts specified in Column 1 of the 
Table below shall consist of the Vice -Chancellor, a nominee of the Visitor and the persons 
specified in the corresponding entry in Column 2 of the said Table :

(3 ) Every teacher andmember of the academic staff of the University shall be appointed

Registrar. 

25 . (1) All the employees of the University, other than the teachers and other academic 
staff shall, in the absence of any contract to the contrary, be governed by the terms and 
conditions of service and code of conduct as are specified in the Statutes , the Ordinances 
and the Regulations . 

(2) The manner ofappointment and emoluments ofemployees ,other than the teachers 
and other academic staff , shall be such as may be prescribed by the Ordinances . 

26 . (1) Whenever, in accordance with the Statutes, any person is to hold an office or be 
a member of an authority of the University by rotation according to seniority , such seniority 
shall be determined according to the length of continuous service of such person in his 
grade and in accordance with such other principles as the Executive Council may, from time 
to time, prescribe . 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Registrar to prepare and maintain in respect of each class 
of persons to whom the provisions of these Statutes apply , a complete and up - to -date 
seniority list in accordance with the provisions of clause (I). 

(3) Iftwo ormore persons have equal length of continuous service in a particular grade 
or the relative seniority of any person or persons is otherwise in doubt, the Registrarmay, on 
his own motion and shall, at the request of any such person , submit the matter to the 
Executive Council whose decision thereon shall be final. 

27 . (1) Where there is an allegation of misconduct against a teacher, a member of the 
academic staff or other employee of the University, the Vice- Chancellor, in the case of the 
teacher or a member of the academic staff, and the authority competent to appoint (hereinafter 
referred to as the appointing authority ) in the case of other employee may , by order in 
writing, place such teacher, member of the academic staff or other employee, as the case may 
be, under suspension and shall forth with report to the Executive Council the circumstances 
in which the order was made: 

Provided that the Executive Councilmay, if it is of the opinion, that the circumstances 
of the case do not warrant the suspension of the teacher or a member of the academic staff , 
revoke such order. 

(2)Notwithstanding anything contained in the terms of the contract of appointment or 
of any other terras and conditions of service of the employees, the Executive Council in 
respect ofteachers and other academic staff, and the appointing authority in respect of other 
employees , shall have the power to remove a teacher or a member of the academic staffor 
other employee , as the case rnay be, on grounds of misconduct. 

( 3) Save as aforesaid , the Executive Council, or as the case may be, the appointing 
authority , shall not be entitled to remove any teacher,member of the academic staff or other 
employee except for a good cause and after giving three months notice or on payment of 
three months salary in lieu thereof. 

(4 ) No teacher,member of the academic staff or other employee shall be removed under 
clause (2) or clause (3) unless he has been given a reasonable opportunity of showing cause 
against the action proposed to be taken in regard to him .

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(5) The removal of a teacher ,member of the academic staffor other employee shall take 
effect from the date on which the order of removal is made: 

Provided that where the teacher , member of the academic staff or other employee is 
under suspension at the timeofhis removal, such removal shall effect from the date on which 
he was placed under suspension . 

( Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisionsof this Statute , a 
teacher,member of the academic staff or other employee may resign -

or students concerned in the examination or examinations in which he or they have appeared 
be cancelled . 
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( 5) The Principals of College, Institutions, Deans of Schools of Studies and Heads of 
teaching Departments in the University shall have the authority to exercise all such disciplinary 
powers over the students in their respective Colleges, Institutions, Schools and teaching 
Departments in the University , asmay be necessary for the proper conduct of such Colleges , 
Institutions, Schools and teaching Departments. 

( Without prejudice to the powers of the Vice -Chancellor and the Principal and other 
persons specified in clause (5 ) , detailed rules of discipline and proper conduct shall be made 
by the University. The Principals of College, Institutions, Deans of Schools of Studies and 
Heads of teaching Departments in the University may also make such supplementary rules 
4s they deem necessary for the purposes stated therein . 

(7) At the time of admission , every student shall be required to sign a declaration to the 
dffect thathe submits himself to the disciplinary jurisdiction of the Vice -Chancellor and other 
authorities of the University.

(a ) every such College or Institution shall have a regularly constituted Governing 
Body, consisting ofnot more than fifteen persons approved by the Executive Council 
and including among others, two teachers of the University to be nominated by the 
Executive Council and three representatives ofthe teaching staff of whom the Principal 
of the College or Institution shall be one. The procedure for appointmentofmembers 
of the Governing Body and other matters affecting the management of a College or an 
Institution shall be prescribed by the Ordinances: 

Provided that the said condition shall not apply in the case of Colleges and 
Institutions maintained by Government which shall , however, have an Advisory 
Committee consisting of not more than fifteen persons which shall consist of among 
others , three teachers including the Principal of the College or Institution , and two 
teachers of the University nominated by the Executive Council; . 

(6 ) every such College or Institution shall satisfy the Executive Council and the 
College Development Council on the following matters, namely : 

(1) the suitability and adequacy of its accommodation and equipment for 
teaching; 

( ii) the qualifications and adequacy of its teaching staff and the conditions 
of their service ; 

(iii) the arrangements for the residence, welfare,discipline and supervision 
of students , 

( iv ) the adequacyof financial provision made for the continued maintenance 
of the College or Institution ; and 

(v) such other matters as are essential for the maintenance ofthe standards 
of University education . 

(c) no College or Institution shall be admitted to any privileges of the University 
except on the recommendation of the Academic Council made after considering the 
report of a Committee of Inspection appointed for the purpose by the Academic Council; 
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( d) colleges and Institutions desirous of admission to any privileges of the 
University shall be required to intimate their intension to do so in writing so as to reach 
the Registrarnot later than the 15th August,preceding the year from which permission 
applied for is to have effect ; 

(e ) a College or an Institution shall not, without the previous permission of the 
Executive Council , College Development Council and the Academic Council, suspend 
instruction in any subject or course of study which it is authorised to teach and 
teaches. 

(2) Appointment to the teaching staff and Principal ofColleges or Institutions admitted 
to the privileges of the University shall bemadein themanner prescribed by the Ordinances: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to Colleges and Institutions maintained 
byGovernment. 

(3 ) The service conditions of the administrative and other non -academic staff of every 
College or Institution referred to in clause (2 ) shall be such as may be laid down in the 
Ordinances: 

Provided thatnothing in this clause shall apply to Colleges and Institutions maintained 
by Government. 

(4 ) Every College or Institution admitted to the privileges of the University shall be 
inspected at least once in every two academic years by a Committee appointed by the 
Academic Council, and the report of the Committee shall be submitted to the Academic 
Council , which shall forward the same to the College Development Council and Executive 
Council with such recommendations as it may deem fit to make 


(5) The College Development Council and the Executive Council, after considering the 
report and the recommendations, if any, of the Academic Council , shall forward a copy ofthe 
report to the Governing Body of the College or Institution with such remarks, if any, as they 
may deem fit for suitable action . 

(6 ) The Executive Councilmay , after consulting the College Development Council and 
Academic Council,withdraw any privileges granted to a College or an Institution , at any time 
it considers that the College or Institution does not satisfy any of the conditions on the 
fulfilment of which the College or Institution was admitted to such privileges: 

Provided that before any privileges are so withdrawn , the Governing Body of the 
College or Institution concerned shall be given an opportunity to represent to the Executive 
Council why such action should not be taken .

(i) such other conditions as may be considered necessary ; and 

(ii) the procedure for the admission of Colleges and Institutions to the privileges 
of the University and for the withdrawal of those privileges.

STATEMENTOF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Manipur University was established in June, 1980 by the Manipur University 
Act, 1980 enacted by the Manipur Legislative Assembly. But due to paucity of funds it had 
not been able to develop necessary infrastructure and diversify the courses to the desired 
extent so far. The University is surrounded by the CentralUniversities of the North - Eastern 
Région at Kohima, Silchar, Tezpur, Aizawl and Shillong, which are in a better position to 
provide infrastructure and academic facilities,mainly because of Central Government funding . 
This peculiar situation had created huge imbalance in educational facilities within the 
region , and a large- scale migration of teachers , students and researchers is taking place out 
of the State of Manipur. 
1 2 . It was, therefore, felt expedient to convert the Manipur University into a Central 
University . The Manipur University Ordinance, 2005 was promulgated on 13th October, 
2005 for conversion ofManipur University into a central university and to minimize the 
imbalance in education facilities available in the North -Eastern Region . 

3 . The Bill seeks to replace theManipur University Ordinance , 2005.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 ( 1) of the Bill provides for establishment of the Manipur University in the 
State ofManipur as a body corporate by the name ofManipur University . The non -recurring 
expenditure of the University is estimated at Rs. 49 .00 crore, spread over a period of three 
years , to provide for the necessary infrastructure. The recurreing expenditure on maintenance 
of the University is estimated at Rs. 11.00 crore per annum . The expenditure would be met 
from the Consolidated Fund of India through special allocation of funds made by the 
Planning Commission for the development of Manipur University as part ofan overall aid 
package for the State ofManipur. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 28 of the Bill provides that the first Statutes are those set out in the Schedule 
to the Bill. It also empowers the Executive Council of the University to make new or additional 
Statutes or to amend to repeal the Statutes of the University subject to the assent of the 
Visitor. Sub -clause (5) of the aforesaid clause empowers the Visitor also to make new or 
additional Statutes or amend or repeal the Statutes of the University during the period of 
three years immediately after the commencement of the Act. Sub - clause (6 ) further empowers 
the Visitor to direct the University to make provisions in the Statutes in respect any matter 
specified by him and if the Executive Council is unable to implement such directions within 
sixty days of its receipt, the visitormay, after considering the reasons, if any, communicated 
by the Executive Council for its inability to comply with such direction,make or amend the 
Statutes suitably . The matters in respect of which the Executive Counciland the Visitor may 
make , amend or repeal Statutes include the constitution , powers and functions of the 
authorities and other bodies of the University , the appointment of officers and teachers of 
the University , the conditions of service of employees of the University and other such 
matters . 

2 . Sub - clause (2 ) of clause 29 of the Bill empowers the Vice- Chancellor to make the 
first Orindnaces of the University with the previous approval of the Central Government 
and provides that the Ordinances so made may be amended , repealed or added to any time 
by the Executive Council in themanner prescribed by the Statutes. The matters in respect of 
which Ordinances may be made , or as the case may be, amended , repealed or added to , 
relate to admission of students, courses of study, medium of instruction and examination , 
the establishment of Centres, Institutes, Boards of Studies , Specialised Laboratories and 
Committees and the manner of co -operation and collaboration with other universities , 
institutions and other agencies, the setting up of a machinery for redressal of grievances of 
employees and other such matters. 

3 . Clause 30 of the Bill enables the authorities of the University to make Regulations, 
consistent with the Act , the Statutes and the Ordinances , for the conduct of their own 
business and that of the Committees appointed by them and also for such matters as may be 
prescribed by the Statutes or Ordinances. 

1 . Clause 43 empowers the CentralGovernment, by order, to remove certain difficulties , 
which may appear to be necessary or expedient. Further , such an order is not to be made 
after the expiry of a period of three years from the commencement of the Act and that such 
order shall be laid before each House of Parliament. 

5 . Clause 44 provides that every Statute, Ordinance or Regulation shall be published 
in the OfficialGazette . Further , every Order, Statute , Ordinance or Regulation made under 
the Act shall be laid before each House ofParliament. 

6 . The matters for which the Statutes, Ordinances or Regulations may be made 
peftain to matters of procedure or detail and it is not possible to provide for them in the Bill. 
The delegation of legislative powers is, therefore, of a normal character.
